of  l.fe  -and  health;  yet  where  prejudice  prevails,  thefe 
pnncip.es  will  have  no  effect,  for  perfuafion  is  very  dif-

OF  all  the  cures  which  prefent  themfelves  to  the  mind 
of  man,  from  his  ftrft  entrance  into  the  world,  the 
mod  is,  undoubtedly,  that  which  regards  the  prefervation 
of  his  being;  I  mean  his  health;  if  that  decays,  muft  not  all 
decay  with  it  ?  if  that  be  deftroyed,  muft  not  all  perifh  at 
the  fame  time  ?  Mankind  have  been  fo  univerfally  con¬ 
vinced  of  this  truth  from  the  beginning  of  the  world,  that 
every  individual  has  thought  it  his  duty  to  preferve  and 
increafe  his  health  ;  the  manner  in  which  they  have  pro- 
fecuted  this,  has  differed  very  much  ;  but  yet  every  orle 
followed  that  road,  which  he  thought  to  be  the  heft* 
Although  I  cannot  but  commend  the  endeavours,  and 
admire  the  learning  of  many,  vet  I  muft  beg  leave  to  fay, 
the  method  leading  to  their  fuccefs  has  been  fuch  as  I 
could  neither  perfuade  m 
mend*.

Men  have  been  erroneous  in  their  principles  from  the 
Titne  that  they  took  it  into  their  heads  to  difturb  or  inter¬ 
meddle  with  the  ever  admirable  operations  of  nature. 
This  is  a  work  of  fuperior  intelligence,  to  which  we 
ought  to  pay  homage,  but  over  which  it  was  never  allowed 
us  to  tyrannize;  phyficians  may  juftly,  and  ought  to  be 
fpedfators,  admirers  and  minifters;  but  never  its  difturbers, 
never  its  deftroyers,  never  its  tyrants.  The  faculty  df 
helping  and  affifting  nature  is  given  only  to  a  few;  to 
fome  it  feems  natural ;  it  is  a  gift  of  God,  for  which  they 
are  indebted  to  him  ;  others  may  acquire  it  by  long  and 
painful  labour.  Let  it  be  acquired  in  what  mauner  foever 
it  will,  it  renders  men  valuable  to  the  community,  and 
fhould  make  them  erteemed  as  perfons  fent  into  the  world 
by  heaven,  for  the  comfort  of  the  creation,  and  worthy 
of  being  treated  with  diftindfion  by  the  wife  and  prudent 
man ;  indeed  it  will  never  let  them  leave  him  without 
fome  marks  of  his  efteem  and  acknowledgement. 

What  then  is  the  faculty  which  properly  conrtitutes 
the  charadferiftic  of  a  phyiician?  in  what  does  this  faculty 
or  aptitude  of  relieving  nature  confift  ?  is  it  to  raife  and 
recover  nature  when  it  is  really  in  its  worrt  rtage,  and  in 
a  rtate  of  diffolution  ?  According  to  this  idea,  it  would  be 
the  office  of  a  phyfican  to  revive  the  dead  !  but  alas,  only 
he  who  created  man  can  recover  him  from  fuch  a  ftate  ! 
is  it  to  diveft  the  courfe  of  nature  in  her  miraculous  opera¬ 
tions,  by  opening  new  partages,  forcing  it  backwards,  or 
doing  violence  to  it  in  fome  other  manner;  and  yet  is  it 
not  the  greateft  rafhnefs  to  endeavour  thus  to  difturb  and 
reverfe  a  courfe  of  operations  fo  wifely  ertablifhed  by  the 
very  author  of  nature?  Why  then  it  is  no  moie  than 
this,  and  let  it  not  be  forgotten,  it  is  to  remove  every 
thing  that  obftrudfs  the  operation  of  nature,  which  has 
in  it  every  thing  that  is  neceflary  to  repair  it,  and  will 
repair  itfeif  as  loon  as  the  obitrudtions  which  impede  its 
operations  fhall  be  taken  away. 

1  he  whole  duty  of  a  phyiician  then  is,  removere  pro - 
bibens-y  that  is,  to  remove  whatever  hinders  nature  from 
continuing  her  courfe,  and  to  fupply  her  afterwards  with 
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fihofe  things  which  may  give  her  frefh  vigour,  to  continue 
her  fpontaneous  operations  ;  and  then  being  free  and  dif- 
engaged,  fhe  will  reaflume  and  recover  her  former  health. 
What  indeed  is  health,  but  that  entire  {Length  and  vigour 
which  we  receive  from  nature  ?  and  what  is  ficknef;,  hut 
that  which  alters,  depraves  and  vitiates,  in  whatever  man¬ 
ner,  this  valuable  and  precious  {Length,  vigour  and  found- 
nefs  of  body. 

The  fpecies  of  ficknefs  are  many,  but  nevertoeJpfs  the 
moft  common  are  pleurifies,  periprieumonies,  apoplexies, 
hemorrages,  inflammations,  eryfepfelas,  either  partial  or 
univerfal  epilepfies,  all  kind  of  cholicks,  malignant  and 
intermitting  fevers*  diarrheas,  the  tencfmus,  dyienteries, 
all  kind  of  fluxes,  the  gout,  the  lheumatilm,  pains, 
heavmefs,  fwellings  of  the  ftomach,  dropfies,  the  piles  or 
hemorrhoides,  fluor  albus*  and  all  ailments  incident  to 
the  fair  fex,  with  an  endiefs  number-  of  other  difeafes  to 
tedious  to  be  enumerated. 

The  cure  of  molt  of  thefe  diforders,  has,  according  to 
modern  pradLce,  been  hitherto  confined  to  phlebotomy  ; 
an  intolerable  error  which  I  wifh  I  could  haniih  from  my 
native  country  $  what  would  have  given  men  grounds  for 
fo  fatal  a  miftake  ?  nothing  certainly  but  -another  miftake  | 
Which  infatuated  itfelf  without  being  perceived,  owing  to 
the  infatuation  of  mankind,  viz.  that  di (tempers  are  in 
the  blood,  or  arife  from  thence. 

Let  us  then  attack  the  frit  monfier,  which  is  the  parent 
©f  the  fecond ;  let  us  deftroy  it,  and  if  it  be  poilible,  let 
us;  free  the  whole  earth  from  it,  by  eft  abii  filing  the  fol« 
lowing  do&rine.-

No  dljlemper  refutes  in ,  or  receives  its  origin  from  the  blood . 

This  truth  would  have  been  received  at  firfb  fight,  and 
publicly  acknowledged  by  the  whole  world,  if  men  had  i 
find  led  with  attention  the  nature  of  the  blood,  together 
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with  its  properties  and  offices  ;  they  could  have  found  it 
o  be  perfectly  (liftinct  from  humours;  to  be  more  fubtile 
more  light,  more  aftive,  more  warm,  more  pure  than  they: 
formed,  and  deftined  by  nature  to  d’iffufe  itfelf  into  all  the 
parts  of  the  body,  to  animate,  enliven  and  nouffih  it,  to 
preserve  it  found,  and  to  be  fubfervient  both  to  its  internal 
and  external  vegetations  and  fenfations. 

This  being  once  perceived  and  underftood,  men  might 
ave  comprehended  its  nature,  fubtility,  purity,  and  the 
homogenity  of  its  parts,  which  is  the  principle  of  their 
union  and  diffufion  over  the  whole  body;  I  might  have 
laid,  they  would  have  had  fome  idea  of  its  incorruptibility 
and  that  whenever  it  begins  to  be  corrupted,  or  to  have 
its  parts  difunited,  or  coagulated,  it  ends  in  the  death  of 
tne  patient ;  that  if  it  be  corrupted,  it  is  no  longer  bloody 
and  that  while  it  fubhfts  in  its  natural  ftate,  it  "is  always 
homogeneous,  and  there  are  always  hopes  of  a  cure;"! 
term  it  incorruptible,  in  the  fame  feme  as  air,  fire  and  other 
things  are  faid  to  be  incorruptible  though  mixt,  and 
divided  into  fuch  fmall  particles  that  they  cannot  perform 
l  eir  original  operations,  and  are  confequently  corrupted; 
i  call  the  blood  incorruptible,  in  comparifon  with  th'ofe 
humours  which  are  much  more  corruptible,  more  denfe 
and  lefs  umrorm  in  their  conftituent  particles;  thus  a 
diamond,  gold  and  cedar,  are  ftiled  incorruptible,  though 
indeed  all  material  things  are  neqefTarily  fubjedlto  corrup- 

.  ^l0r^^e^e  principles  we  fhould  ad  vance  to  more 
circumltantial  particulars  of  the  fundfions  of  the  blood  ; 
we  fhould  examine  how  it  receives  its  aliment  from  the 

how  lt  Supports  and  nourifhes  to  folids  itfelf. 
e  fhould  obferve  that  the  aliment  it  receives,  is  in  pro- 
portion  to  the  quantity  of  chyle  it  can  aiHmilate,  and  to 
the  demand  which  is  requifite  to  recruit  what  it  expends 
in  nournhing  the  folids,  and  in  the  exercife  of  its  func¬ 
tions,  that  it  never  receives  more  than  it  ftands  in  need 
of ;  let  the  chyle  be  ever  fo  redundant,  the  remainder 
P-  this i  chyle  is  of  a  nature  difFerent  from  the  blood,  and 
t fyhich  is  received  into  the  veins  and  arteries,  ferves 

only 
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only  as  a  vehicle,  by  which  it  is  diftributed  and  evacuated 
according  to  the  exigencies  of  the  whole  macmne  We 
mav  perceive  in  the  admirable  mechanifm  of  the  human 
hodv  feveral  glands  through  which  the  humours  are 
fecreted  or  filtrated  ;  feme  of  thefe  glands  are  appropriated 
to  the  eves,  from  whence  they  fecrete  a  lerous  humour, 
which  feems  to  moiften  the  eyes  and  facilitate  that  motion, 
and  for  no  other  ufe;  fome  belong  to  the  ears,  which 
produces  a  humour  that  becomes  vifcid,  and  of  a  yellow 
colour,  to  promote  and  preferve  the  ienfe  of  hearing,  and 
for  no  other  ufe ;  fome  are  placed  about  the  nofe,  to  ftrain 
and  fecrete  the  mucus,  and  for  nothing  elfe;  fome  o. 
them  reach  to  the  mouth  to  convey  the  faliva  thither,  and 
for  no  other  purpofe :  we  may  aflert  likewife  of  all  the 
other  glands,  that  they  have  different  functions  appro, 
priated  to  them,  according  to  the  different  exigencies  of 
the  body ;  fo  that  one  gland  never  performs,  naturally, 
the  function  of  another,  i.  e.  it  does  not  fecrete  or  filter  ; 
hence  the  mucus  is  never  fecreted  through  the  eyes,  nor 

the  faliva  through  the  ears,  &c. 

The  faculty  are  agreed  that  there  are  fix  non* naturals, 

or  things  without  wtiich  we  cannot  fubfift,  though  they 
do  not  enter  into  the  conftruaion  of  the  body ;  thefe  non- 
naturals  are,  the  air,  eating  and  drinking,  motion  and 
reft  fleep  and  watchfulnefs,  the  fences  or  excrements, 
reta’ined  humours,  and  laftly  the  paffions  of  the  foul. 

hen  all  thefe  are  enjoyed  with  moueration,  or  without 
excefs,  namelv,  when  we  breathe  good  air,  when  we 
drink  and  eat' only  what  is  neceffary;  when  we  enjoy 
motion  or  reft,  fleeping  or  watching,  only  with  modera¬ 
tion,  when  the  foeces  are  neither  too  dry  nor  too  fluid; 
laftly  when  the  paflions  of  the  foul  are  balanced  by 
reafon  the  blood  being  then  neither  precipitated  nor  re- 
tarded’in  its  courfe;  k  is  not  difturbed  m  its  functions, 
and  every  thing  proceeds  in  a  falutary  career  ;  but  if  we 
breathe  a  bad  air,  or  expofe  ourfelves  to  intemperance ; 
if  we  give  way  to  immoderate  agitations,  or  to  a  ftat%  too 
free  from  a&ion  ;  if  we  enjoy  too  long  or  too  fhort  fleep  ; 
if  our  body  be  too  lax  or  loo  eoftive  $  laftly,  if  we  indulge

,  Our  reafoning  with  refpea  to  the  blood  In  a  human 
body,  ihould  be  fomewhr-t  fimilar  and  analoo-us  to  thofe 
concerning  wine  in  a  hogfhead,  or  water  in  a  bafon  ;  the 
wine  is  originally  good,  pure,  clear,  and  wholefome  ; 
the  water  which  flows  from  a  fountain  into  a  bafon  runs 
‘"t0 14  Pure>  clear  and  good  for  drinking :  _  the  wine  in 
the  hogfhead  chances  to  be  fpoiled,  the  water  in  the  ba- 
lon  becomes  dirty  :  from  whence  do  thefe  diforders  pro¬ 
ceed;  do  they  proceed  from  the  nature  of  the  wine  or  the 
nature  of  the  water  ?  you  will  not  prefume  to  fay  they 
do  ;  you  know  very  well  that  the  heat  of  the  fpring  or 
lummer  has  caufed  your  wine  to  ferment,  which  raifed 
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thf*  dresrs,  made  it  thick,  and  turned  it;  you  know  like- 
wife  that  water  is  of  itfelf  clear  and  good  for  drinkirw, 
and  that  it  is  onlv  fhe  filth  which  is  mixed  with  it  that 

renders  it  unpotable  and  unwholefeme,  ^  . 

Now  let  me  afk  you,  why  you  do  not  reafon  in  the 
fame  manner  about  the  blood,  was  not  your  olood  goo 
at  your  birth  ?  you  was  born  in  perfect  healti,  you£ 
youth  was  alert  and  brifk,  and  y°ti  have  been  fu  o 
itreno-th  and  vigour  ;  you  have  fallen  into  fome  o  t  e 
exceflfes  already  mentioned,  fince  that  time  you  began  to 
languid,  to  be  in  pain,  and  to  be  fick  :  from  whence 
comes  your  diforder  ?  is  it  from  your  blood,  can  you  -ay 
It  is,  or  can  you  even  think  fo  ?  it  was  good  of  ltiett, 
and  it  is  fo  ftill  ;  if  your  blood  were  bad  there  woulo  be 
an  end  of  you,  its  parts  are  fo  homogemous,  fo  tub  tie, 
fo  united,  that  if  one  part  of  it  fhould  begin  to  be  dis¬ 
united  or  coagulated,  the  other  part  muft  be  fo  too,  ana 
as  it  is  impoffible  to  make  four  or  bad  wine  good  again, 
and  corrupted  water  which  has  loft  its  nature  fo  become 
potable,  even  fo  it  would  be  impoffible  to  human  ait,  and 
to  all  kind  of  fpecies,  to  reftore  the  blood  after  it  had 
loft  its  effential  properties,  not  but  he  who  created  it  can 

reftore  it  to  its  former  ftate. 

You  muft  then  feek  for  the  caufe  and  fource  of  your 
iUnefs  fomewhere  elle,  nor  can  it  be  found  but  m  the  hu¬ 
mours,  which  having  failed  to  percolate  through  the 
channels  which  nature  has  aftigned  them,  thereby  remain 
in  your  blood  and  mix  with,  difturb  it,  render  its  motion 
either  too  precipitate  or  to  floyv,  and  have  thereby  dii- 
ordered  it  in  the  firft  ftage  of  its  operation  ;  it  is  here  you 
fhould  fearch  for  the  caufe  of  your  difeaie,  and  not  in 
your  blood  :  it  is  in  thefe  grofs  humours  which  are  putrid, 
inflammatory,  and  peftiferous;  you  muft  trace  the  caufe  or 
the  headach,  fainting,  fevers,  deflations,  the  gout, 
rheumatifm,.  or  any  other  diforder  with  which  you  are 

affedted.  urn 

To  effedt  a  cure,  you  muft  begin  to  evacuate  thele  hu¬ 
mours  by  the  general  canal  which  nature  has  afligne 
to  expel  this  nuifance  from  your  body,  which  infects. 
Vitiates,  and  torments  it  y  evacuate  by  liege  or  ltool

that  which  was  not  evacuated  when  it  ought,  and  be- 
caufe  when  the  general  canal  empties  itfrjjg  all  the  lefs 
and  lubordinatc  canals  which  run  into  it  are  emptied  like- 
wife,  fo  you  will  have  the  comfort  to  find  your  blood 
to  re-aflume  its  liberty,  its  purity,  its  natural  motion, 
and  your  body  will  recover  its  former  agility,  vigour  and 
nealth  ;  you  will  perceive  your  wounds,  tumours,  and 

ulcers  dry  up,  clofe  and  heal,  and  pour  flefh  will  reaffume 
all  the  beauty  of  youth.

1P.  his  Wllie  uPon  the  ground  as  a  means  of  reftorino-  it 
to  its  former  goodnefs  i  What  would  you  fay  of  another 
who  mould  draw  the  water  out  of  a  bafon  and  fcatter  it 
about  as  a  means  to  reftore  it  to  its  former  clearnefs  ? 
this  is  what  you  do  wnen  you  are  fond  of  beino-  bleed  * 
you  attack  the  innocent  and  excufe  the  gui!ty,%ou  ex¬ 
pel  the  good  citizen  from  your  city,  but  let  the  enemy 
who  is  attacking  it  alone  :  How  much  more  wifely 
does  he  ad  who  applies^  himfelf  to  remove  the  dregs  from 
his  hogmead,  and  the  filth  from  his  bafon  ? 

So  hkewil'e  would  you  have  acted  more  prudently  by 
evacuating  the  humours  that  difturb  the  animal  ceconomy 
and  the  operations  of  the  blood,  by  means  of  the  purge  i 
now  offer  you  ;  if  a  defcription  of  the  hiftory  of  the  moll: 
common  and  ffubborn  diforders  were  neceffary  to  pro¬ 
duce  conviction,  i  could  fay  much  concerning  definitions 
perenumonies,  inflammations  of  the  breaft,  which  are  fo 
common  and  rife  at  the  beginning  of  every  v/incer.  In 
the  fummer  feafon  you  are  not  affected  with  thefe  dif¬ 
orders,  becaufe  then  the  humours  are  difperfed  by  perfpira- 
tion  ;  but  when  cold  fhuts  up  the  pores  and  retains  them 
in  your  body,  where  they  are  treafured  up  and  augmented 
they  then  difturb  the  free  and  natural  motion  of  the  blood 
and  overflow  the  weakelt  parts  of  the  body. 

Whence  comes  the  diverfity  of  defections  but  from 
the  redundance  of  the  humours  which  caufe  them  upon 
d liferent  parts  of  the  body  in  which  they  are  depofited  ? 
whence  can  the  obftinacy  and  long  duration  of  colds  and 
defections  proceed  but  from  hence,  that  you  are  not  ex¬ 
act  and  conftant  enough  in  purging  yourfelf  thoroughly  ?

Whence  proceeds  the  irregularity  in  the  courfes  of 
women,  unlefs  from  diforders  caufed  in  the  filtradHons 
of  the  humours,  by  the  different  exceffes  or  paffions 
wherewith  they  are  agitated  ? 

Whence  proceed  vertigoes,  thofe  vertigoes  which  tranf- 
form  themfelves  into  fo  many  fhapes  that  they  have  ex- 
hauffied  the  whole  art  of  phyfic,  and  are  aimed  epidemi¬ 
cal,  that  are  fo  afflicting  to  thofe  who  have  them  ?  and 
appear  meer  dreams  and  vihons  to  thofe  who  have  them 
not,  whence  do  they  proceed,  but  from  humours  not 
filtrated,  and  detained  in  the  blood,  which  thereby  dif* 
turb  it  in  its  circulation  by  the  obftrudtions  and  bad  fer¬ 
mentations  which  they  occafion  ?  from  hence  proceed 
trouble  and  confufion  in  the  animal  fpirits,  ar.d  thefe 
fpirits  not  having  a  regular  courfe  in  the  nerves,  the  fa¬ 
culties  of  feeing  and  moving  are  interrupted  in  fuch  a 
manner,  that  patients  flagger,  fall,  and  have  their  eyes 
oftentimes  overcafi  by  a  thick  darknefs;  this  is  the  origin 
and  true  caufe  of  vertigoes,  but  never  the  blood  itfelf. 

What  then  can  be  more  efficacious  for  their  cure  than  the 
ufe  of  a  gentle  purge  like  mine,  which  by  its  operation  dif- 
perfes  the  unfitted  and  ftagnating  humours  and  deftroys  by 
degrees  the  obflruftions  and  bad  fermentations  that  are  the 
fource  ofthern  ?  but  as  the  obitr unions  which  commonly 
caufe  vertigoes  are  generally  dry,  and  adhere  ftrongly  to 
the  bowels,  in  fuch  a  cafe  it  is  neceffary  to  repeat  the  ufe 
of  the  purge  till  by  its  operation  it  fhall  have  difiolved 
and  deftroyed  all  thofe  obftrudlions,  and  entirely  expelled 
the  bad  fermentations  which  they  proceed  from,  and  till 
it  fhall  have  reflored  their  former  liberty  and  free  courfe 
to  the  blood  and  fpirits.  Much  may  be  faid  of  other 
difeafes  which  are  avowedly  difperfed  by  evacuations 
alone,  fuch  as  cholics,  loathings,  fevers  of  all  forts. 

I  fhall  now  conclude,  for  what  need  is  there  to  add 
proofs  to  demonftration  $  let  men  be  as  obflinate  and  as 
conceited  as  they  pleafe,  it  will  Jbe  found  true  :  never- 
thelels  that  all  diftempers  which  afflid  us  derive  their 

origin 
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origin  from  the  humours  which  are  not  filtrated  and  de¬ 
tained  in  the  blood  or  in  the  parts  of  the  body,  but  not 
from  the  blood  itfelf. 

APPENDIX. 

Where  then  is  the  wonder,  and  why  fhould  men  ex¬ 
claim  fo  much  atmv  afferting,  that  my  purging  medicine 
is  a  remedy  for  all  diflempers  ?  does  not.  that  deferve  to 
be  called  a  remedy  for  all  diflempers,  which  removes  and 
deflroys  the  caufe  of  all  difeafes  ?  is  there  any  one  fo  un- 
reafonable  as  to  imagine  I  would  afFert  that  my  effence 
preferves  from  a  fall  from  the  fhot  of  a  gun,  from  poifon 
pr  other  accidents  ?  can  any  one  fuppofe  that  I  intend  to 
deflroy  phyfic,  when  I  am  laying  down  a  method  of 
rendering  it  more  certain  and  more  infallible  .?  can  any 
one  imagine  I  have  a  defign  to  prefcribe  all  furgery  be- 
caufe  I  affert  that  bleeding  is  prejudicial  ?  has  furgery 
then  no  other  operations  but  bleeding  ?  has  it  not  befides 
wounds,  fradlures,  diflocations,  the  operation  for  the 
{lone,  the  fiflula,  trepanning  ?  &c. 

It  is  true  my  effence  will  be  a  ufeful  preparation  for 
all  thefe  operations,  and  will  always  favour  and  promote 
the  cure  of  all  wounds ;  is  it  to  abolifh  an  art,  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  effe£l  of  its  operation  ?  is  it  to  annihilate  phar¬ 
macy  to  plead  fo  flrong  in  favour  of  cathartics. 

Let  men  ceafe  their  exclamations  ;  let  them  lay  afide 
all  prejudice  ;  let  them  permit  truth  to  triumph,  and  let 
them  give  endlefs  thanks  to  God  the  father  of  light,  from 
whom  cometh  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  for  it  is  not 
from  any  other,  nor  from  myfe’f,  but  from  him  alone 
that  I  could  acquire  this  knowledge.  It  is  true  the  oc- 
cafional  caufe  of  fo  great  a  favour  may  partly  be  afcribed 
to  my  own  perfonal  complaints,  and  to  the  bad  flate  of 
health  in  my  parents,  brothers,  fillers,  and  other  relations, 
who  being  all  afHidled  with  different  difeafes  ended  their 
days  early,  and  left  me  the  only  furvivor,  and  at  that 
time  a  young  pra&itionerj  I  profecuted  the  jftudy  of  phy¬ 
fic. 
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fic,  and  1  longed  to  find  out  a  certain  remedy  for  all  com* 
plaints.  My  Mailers  were  men  of  great  abilities  and  eru¬ 
dition  ;  I  followed  them  as  it  were  ftep  by  flep;  but  when 
I  was  for  myfelf,  and  had  acquired  more  knowledge  by 
my  own  experience,  I  adopted  cathartics,  to  which  they 
preferred  bleeding,  and  by  degrees,  by  thebleffing  of  God, 
I  was  convinced  at  laft  that  difeafes  did  not  proceed  frotn 
the  blood,  but  from  thofe  humours  which  difordered  it :

it  to  fuch  a  pitch  of  perfection,  that  though  I  humbly 
acknowledge  myfelf  as  nothing  in  the  fight  of  God,  yet 
i  certainly  believe  that  this  difcovery  was  a  lingular  fa¬ 
vour  with  which  he  was  pleafed  to  favour  me  for  the 
good  of  mankind  in  general.  There  is  no  chymical  or 
mercurial  ingredients  in  the  compofition  of  this  eflence, 
as  may  at  fir  It:  be  imagined  ;  it  contains  nothing  but  the 
produCts  of  the  earth,  the  riches  of  the  fieids,  the  fweet 
aliments  of  man,  which  are  difperfed  abroad  in  fmall 
numbers,  but  being  collected  together  by  a  wife  hand, 
have  powerful  effe&.  You  may  then  take  this  efTen*? 
without  fcruple  or  fear. 

CHAP.  II. 

Concerning  the  ufe  of  the  Halkn  E fence, 

I  have  already  fufficiently,  I  might  have  faid  fen- 
hbly,  demonftrated  that  all  difeafes  proceed  from  vitiated 
humours,  but  not  from  the  blood  :  I  imagine  it  would 
be  unneceftary  at  prefent  to  fhew  that  bleeding  is  ufelefs 
unnatural,  and  pernicious. 

1  here  is  but  one  general  caufe  of  all  diforders,  and 
that  is  foul  humours  ;  nothing  e!fe  is  necelfary  but  to 
evacuate  them,  according  to  the  exigencies  of  nature  * 
and  this  effeCt  is  produced  by  my  efl'ence,  which  I  pre^ 
fcribe  to  all  patients  according  to  their  cafes,  and  in  pro¬ 
portion 
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portion  to  the  ftubbornnefs  of  their  difletnpers :  I  pre~ 
lcribe  it  with  more  confidence  as  I  am  afTured  by  nam- 
berlefs  experiments,  that  it  is  the  moft  efficacious,  fpeedy, 
and  gentle  remedy  in  the  whole  materia  medica;  and  this 
I  fhall  endeavour  to  prove  in  the  following  articles. 

I 

ARTICLE  I. 

My  EJJence  is  the  moft  efficacious  remedy  in  all  dijlempers. 

This  propofition  may  feem  unaccountable  to  fome,; 
becaufe  they  will  not  emancipate  themfelves  from  the 
preiudices  in  which  they  have  been  educated,  and  they 
will  not  acknowledge  that  there  is  one  general  caufe  of 
all  diftempers,  as  1  have  demonftrated  in  the  foregoing 
chapter. 

But  let  them  do  me  the  favour  to  weigh  my  reafons, 
and  if  I  fhould  be  miffaken  let  them  convince  me  of  my 
error,  not  by  fophiftry  and  railery,  but  by  reafons  and 
invariable  truth. 

Tell  me  if  you  can,  you  who  make  a  right  ufe  of  your 
reafon,  what  phyfician  can  intereft  himlelf  fo  much  in 
curing  his  patient  as  nature  herlelf  does  l 

Where  is  the  phyfician  who  has  as  great  a  talent  in 
curing  his  patient  as  nature  has  to  cure  herfelf  ?  to  equal 
s  her  he  muft  be  poffeffed  of  the  power  of  converting  chyle 
into  blood,  and  blood  into  folids. 

In  a  word,  where  is  the  phyfician  who  has  as  ftrong  a 
defire  to  cure  his  patient  as  nature  has  to  cure  herlelf  ? 

I  fuppofe  you  will  readily  anfwer  all  thefe  queries  in 
the  negative,  and  allow  that  there  never  has  been  fuch  a 
phyfician. 

Now  in  this  cafe  wherein  the  phyfician  can  neither  be 
j  fo  much  interefted,  nor  enlightened,  nor  fkilful,  nor  de- 
firous  to  cure  as  nature  is,  what  is  his  office  ?  is  it  to 
counteract  the  operations  of  nature  with  an  intention  to 
give  it  new  difcharges,  by  opening  the  veins,  by  coi* 
teries,  by  ligatures,  and  is  it  to  dilturb  or  do  it  violence 
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in  any  refpe& ;  who  is  not  convinced  of  the  temerity  of 
this  method  ?  who  is  not  ready  to  condemn  it? 

What  then  is  the  office  of  a  phyfician,  but  to  ohferve 
arid  feco'nd  nature  in  its  operations,  by  removing  from  it 
that  which  Confutes,,  dilquiets,  arid  diffurbs  it,°  and  by 
admiriiftring  to  it  afterward  good  arid  proper  noiirifh- 
iiierit  fit  to  repair  its  ffrerigth,  and  enable  it  to  flip  port 
and  continue  its  operations  :  does  riot  common  ferife 
fuggeft  this  method  and  proo  fs. 

.  Now  this  is  the  real  effect  of  my  remedy,  removers  pro - 
hibens ,  to  difcharge  the. humours  which  precipitate  or  re- 
tard  nature  iff  its  courfe,  and  to  reduce  therfi  o  the  pu¬ 
rity,  which  is  neceffary  to  evacuate  the  foeces  which  iri- 
fedf  it,  to  expel  that  which  afferiis  and  incommodes  it;

This,  has  been  proved  by  a  thoufarid  arid  a  thoufand 
cafes  ;  it  is  what  I  am  ready  to  prove  at  any  time  to  any 
patient;  it  is  what  I  have  offered  to  prove  in  the  hofpi- 
tals  5  it  is  what  I  am  ready  to  confirm  by  a  great  number 
of  letters,  which  I  am  ready  to  fhew  to  anyone;  am  I 
then  to  be  blamed  for  faying  that  my  remedy  is  the  moft 
efficacious  ;  where  is  the  danger  of  taking  it  ?  it  impedes 
not  the  operation  of  nature,  it  only  takes  away  what  dis¬ 
turbs  it*  and  takes  away  effedually;  it  does  not  at  all 
affedf  the  ffrength  of  a  patient,  but  removes  that  which 
©pprefles  him,  and  removes  it  without  pain;  it  doess  j

Dijlempirs. 

My  proportions  are  fo  new,  apd  at  firft  fight  convey 
an  idea  fo  contrary  to  the  prejudices  in  which  people  are 
generally  educated,  that  I  doubt  not  they  are  daily  dif- 
couraged  from  acquiefcing  in  my  opinion  j  fome  be- 
caufe  they  do  not  properly  underftand,  through  inad¬ 
vertency  and  ignorance,  under  this  name,  wounds,  rup* 
lures,  diflocation,  frights,  and  fimilar  accidents,  which 
are  yery  improperly  termed  diftempers  ;  others  becaufe 
they  are  fo  prepoffefled  in  favour  of  bleeding,  that  no- 
thing  can  eradicate  their  prejudice  •  the  idea  of  inflam¬ 
mations,  appoplexies,  &c.  immediately  occurring  to  their 
minds,  they  are  fo  ftrongly  rooted  in  their  prepofieflions 
that  there  is  no  pofljbility  of  making  room  for  truth. 

What  an  abfurdity  is  it  to  afFedf  to  be  wifer  than  na- 
tyre,  to  pretend  to  point  out  new  paths  to  it,  a$  if  its  own 
were  not  wifely  eftahliflied  ;  what  an  abfurdity  is  it,  in 
fpite  of  gornmon  fenfe,  and  often  at  the  expence  of  one’s 
\  lihe,  to  call  that  a  remedy,  which  is  prejudicial  i  that 
a  fpeedy  remedy  which  retards  a  cure  j  and  that  a  great 
and  wonderful  remedy,  which  kills  the  major  part  of  per- 
fons  that  are  fick. 

Can  any  one  ferioufly  call  bleeding  a  remedy,  when 
by  diminifhing  the  quantity  of  the  blood,  it  diminiflies 
the  ftrength  of  the  patient  ?  can  we  call  that  a  fpeedy 
remedy  which  gives  occafion  to  the  enemy  of  fortifying 
himfelf,  I  mean  to  the  humours,  of  acquiring  a  greater 
afcendency  over  the  blood  ?  in  fine,  will  any  one  give 
the  name  of  a  remedy  to  this  operation,  which  by  weak¬ 
ening  the  patient,  often  makes  him  perifli,  and  from 
whfth,  though  fome  of  a  more  athletic  conftitution  fur* 
vive,  they  have  a  long  llage  of  recovery  to  pafs,  which 

C  fome- 
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fometlmes  leads  them  to  drag  on  a  lingering  death,  or  a 
dying  life. 

Such  is  the  confequence  of  bleeding,  though  fo  much 
in  repute  ;  the  invention  of  the  blind  ;  a  gentle  and  ef¬ 
fectual  means  to  work  imperceptibly  the  deftruCUon  of 
mankind. 

How  much  more  mild  is  that  remedy  which  the  Creator 
has  fhowered  down  upon  the  produce  of  the  ground^ 
which  he  has  taught  us  by  the  inftinCfc  of  animals  j  which, 
he  hath  extolled  in  the  fcripture  ;  which  he  impacted  tq 
Solomon  ;  and  to  which  he  marketh  out  a  daily  road  iq 
man  himfelf. 

Such  is  every  purging  remedy  ^  to  deny  it,  is  to  run 
counter  to  nature  itfelf.  Now  my  purge  has  thefe  ad¬ 
vantages  oyer  other  cathartics,  viz.  to  operate  according 
to  the  eonfHtution  of  the  patient,  and  the  nature  of  ht$, 
diforder  5  and  this  is  done  without  difquieting  and  {bak¬ 
ing  the  whole  machine  of  the  body,  as  cathartics  now  in 
praCtice  do,  without  corroding  the  ftomach,  bowels,  or 
any  ofher  part  of  the  body,  working  always  gently,  al¬ 
ways  fuccefsfully,  if  there  be  any  hopes ,  and  never  at¬ 
tended  with  the  leaff  danger,  being  always  a  friend  tq 
the  ftomach  and  breaff. 

Where  then  can  we  find  a  better  or  more  fpeedy  reme¬ 
dy  ?  is  the  e^haufting  a  perfon'S  ffrength  and  precipi¬ 
tating  him  into  agonies  fpeedily,  the  method  of  a  fpeedy 
cure  ?  but  is  not  this  the  effeCf  of  all  violent  purges^ 
thofe  real  poifons  which  are  fo  much  in  vogue  among 
piodern  praCHtioners  l  can  a  patiept  be  fpeedily  cured  by 
giving  him  thofe  weak  purges  whi^h  only  carry  off  the 
grofs  humours,  and  always  leave  the  dregs  of  fevers  be¬ 
hind  thpnij  I  mean  the  dry  and  old  obitruCUqns,  the. 
glutinous  humours  that  maintain  them  l 

My  medicine  carries  off,  diffplves  all,  and  dlffeminateg 
Its  falutary  influences  every  where  5  there  fs  no  diffemper* 
however  inveterate,  but  muff  yield  as  much  as  poilible  tq 
its  benignity  and  power. 

This  I  have  experienced  times  without  number  $  this 
Is  what  I  can  verify  at  any  time ;  this  is  what  the  letters 


(  *9  ) 

of  certificates,  which  I  fhali  fubjoin  to  this  treatife  will 
abundantly  evince  ;  what  would  ahy  one  defire  more  to 
prove  the  goodnels  and  fpeedinefs  of  a  remedy.

In  a  word,  men  may  think  that  a  remedy  which  muff 
be  repeated  fo  often  is  loathfome  and  expenfive  j  but  let 
them  confider,  that  it  is  by  far,  more  tirefome  to  be  Tick  ; 
inoredifagreeable  to  be  unable  to  go  abroad,  and  tp  wear 
away,  oftentimes  fruitlefsly  and  perhaps  with  great  danger, 
by  taking  violeiit  or  inefficacious  medicines. 

Befides,  if  any  remedy  be  more  fpeedy,  it  cannot  be 
fo  gentle  ;  its  effects  would  likewife  be  lefs  certain,  and 
it  would  not  cure  fo  radically  ;  its  very  repetition  is  rather 
a  proof  of its  goodnefs,  gentlenefs,  and  efficacy,  as  thofe 
have  experienced  whhhave  been  cured  by  it  of  the  mofl 
inveterate  difeafes. 

1  do  not  know  whether  the  following  illuftration  may 
be  approved  of  by  every  one  $  but  I  would  a£t  in  the 
fame  manner  with  refpedt  to  a  human  body  opprefled 
with  ficknefs,  as  I  would  with  refpedt  to  a  bafon  which 
abounds  with  foul  fediments,  however  indurated,  caked,, 
and  dry  thefe  foulnefles  might  be  5  yet*  if  I  could  not  re- 
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fnove  them  all  at  once  by  any  inftrument,  being  fearful 
of  breaking  the  bafon,  1  think  I  could  not  hit  upon  a  bet* 
ter  expedient  than  that  of  making  an  aperture  at  the  bot¬ 
tom,  through  which  the  fediments  might  pafs,  at  the 
fame  time  as  I  turn  a  clear  fpring  into  it  above,  which 
by  adfion  and  fluidity  would  agitate,  foften,  and  carry 
away  the  fediment,  and  leave  my  bafon  of  wTater  as  clear 
as  I  could  wifh  it  to  be. 

Though  the  examples  may  not  quadrate  entirety,  for 
then  they  would  be  identities,  it  is  fufBpient  if  they  fhould 
ferve  to  Explain  what  I  am  endeavouring  to  inculcate. 

Our  body  is  a  kind  of  a  bafon,  in  w?hich  the  fluids 
circulate,  by  which  we  fubfift,  and  efpecially  the  blood 
which  is  the  life  and  ftrength  of  it. 

The  infeilioh,  for  inftance,  may  have  difFufed  itieif 
even  to  the  extreme  parts  ;  obftrudfions,  fediments,  poi« 
fons,  and  in  a  word,  foulnefs  are  ingendered,  mixed, 
incrufted  fome  where,  and  perhaps  all  over  It.  One  time 
you  complain  of  your  ffomach,  another  of  your  breaft, 
another  of  your  head,  eyes,  teeth,  arms,  legs.  See.  where 
is  a  remedy  for  all  thefe  complaints  i  the  mechanifm  of 
your  body  is  delicate  ;  if  you  fhould  have  reepurfe  to  vi¬ 
olent  remedies,  I  will  not  be  anfwerable  for  the  fafety 
of  the  machine  :  we  can  fee  only  the  external  part,  we 
do  not  know  what  paffes  within,  but  by  conjedfture, 
chance,  and  as  it  were  by  groping  ;  you  are  already  in  a 
panic  about  it,  and  very  near  falling  into  defpair. 

But  be  comforted,  the  author  of  nature  who  has  given 
us  only  one  mouth  to  receive,  has  given  you  feveral  pa£» 
fages  to  refund,  and  amongft  the  reft  a  principal  one 
through  which  all  the  foulnefs  that  opprefl'es  you  may  be 
evacuated,  either  mediately,  or  immediately,  and  reftore 
you  to  your  former  vigour  and  health. 

Open  the  clear  fpring*  at  the  top  of  .the  machine,  which 
will  infenfibly  carry  off  and  purify  all  thefe  foulnefles, 
I  mean  take  my  offence,  promote  its  effedls  by  good 
broths,  aflift  it  with  water,  either  by  itfelf  or  with  a  bit 
of  burnt  bread  in  it,  this  is  the  clear  fountain  ;  accord¬ 
ing  as  the  fgulndles  are  gradually  difeharged  and  dimi* 

5  nifhed. 
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nifhed,  add  good  nourifhment  proportionable  to  yotif 
appetite,  without  overcharging  it,  and  your  ftomach  to  be 
cleanfed,  it  will  digeft  its  aliments,  and  form  a  good 
chyle,  this  chyle  will  diffufe  itfelf  into  your  blood,  it  is 
the  clear  fpring  which  will  temper,  riourifh  and  renew 
the  blood,  and  give  it  ftrength  to  perform  its  fecretions, 
t6  purfue  its  circulation,  and  continue  the  natural  courfes 
of  its  operations  ;  this  is  the  procefs,  in  which  health 
may  be  repaired,  and  repaired  infallibly. 

But  time  is  required  to  diflolve  a  polypus,  or  a  noli  me 
tdngere,  to  remove  the  obftruCtions  of  the  glands,  to  car¬ 
ry  off  foulnefs,  to  reftore  palfies,  to  remove  dropfies,  to 
deftroy  the  effeCt  of  poifons,  to  combat  or  overcome  the 
bad  effects  of  mercury,  of  the  china  china,  or  jefuits 
bark,  &c. 

What  would  you  think  of  one  who  intending  to  cleanfe 
his  bafon,  fhould  be  difcouraged  at  the  firft  vapours 
which  would  exhale  from  its  foulnefs  or  fediments,  and 
fhould  ceafe  to  turn  the  clear  ftream  into  it,  or  not  dare 
to  agitate  the  fediments  any  more  ?  this  is  what  you  do, 
when  after  taking  the  firft:  dofe  of  my  effence  you  find 
fome  alteration,  when  you  perceive,  for  example,  either 
the  deflu&ions  encreafed,  the  fevers  changed,  wounds 
fuppurated,  or  old  diftempers  revived  ;  notwithftanding 
thefe  fymptoms,  the  medicine  ought  to  be  repeated,  that 
what  is  only  in  motion  may  be  diluted  ;  it  is  then  only 
you  can  have  hopes,  becaufe  the  enemy  then  begins  to 
march  out  to  furrender  the  place  to  you  ;  becaufe  the 
foulnefs  is  difcharging  itfelf  from  the  bafon,  that  is,  from 
your  body. 

Be  not  then  difcouraged  from  the  ufe  of  my  effence,  be 
your  diftemper  whatever  it  may,  be  confident  it  cannot 
hurt  you,  and  if  you  continue  the  repetition  of  it,  it 
cannot  but  reftore  you  io  your  former  health,  by  curing 
you  not  only  of  thofe  complaints  which  affeCt  you,  but 
alfo  of  others  which  are  ready  to  fhew  themfeives,  and  of 
which  you  are  not  yet  fenftble. 

Let  us  now  proceed  to  obviate  objections.  Is  not  a 
purge,  we  may  be  demanded,  is  not  a  purge  irritating 
\  *  •-  in 
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Iri  inflammations.;  plurijies*  perlpheurnonles,  inflai^tfiatof^ 
or  malignant  fevers  ?  Sc c.  does  it  not  heighten  inflamma¬ 
tions  ?  will  it  not  give  occafion  to  greater  eruptions^ 
or  more  dangerous  difchafges,  to  more  copious  humours^ 

I  anfwer,  Firft,  by  ho  mbaiis,  becaufe  that  which 
Removes  the  catife  of  inflammations,  eriiptiohs,  can« 
not  augment  them  j  for  example,  he  who  diverts^  the 
Ifream  which  makes  a  bafoh  overflow,  cailnot  be  faid  to 
make  it  run  over*  this  is  analogous  to  the  operation  of 
my  remedy  ;  it  difcharges  all  the  humours  which  make 
all  this  havocic,  and  therefore  it  cannot  encreafe  them. 

Secondly*  1  muft  beg  ieave  tb  diftingiiilH,  as  the  lo¬ 
gicians  fay,  tb  purge  with  cathartics  which  {hake  the 
whole  frafrie  of  the  body*  ’Which  are  pungent  to  the  \ 
fiomach,  ate  violent  in  their  operations  and  excite  Vo-  < 
mitring,  as  mariy  purges  now  do  in  common  life,  are  j 
the  prejudice  of  the  dehcate  and  weak  machine  of  our  j 
body,  I  grant  that  fuch  purges  caufe  all  thefe  bad  effe&s;  .j 
but  a  purge  with  my  mild  eiTence  which  is  natural  and  I 
efficacious,  can  have  no  fuch  effedh 

Thirdly*  let  us  fuppofe  that  my  purge  fhoiiM  Caufe  I 
fame  emotions*  it  cannot  be  flighted,  it  cannot  be  prejudi-  j 
dial  or  at  the  utmoft,  it  can  caufe  but  very  little  hurt*  j 
which  is  very  fooii  compen fated  by  the  great  benefits  j 
which  accrue  from  the  evacuation*  for  then  all  the  veffek  j 
are  relaxed,  the  eruptions  ceafe,  the  paifages  are  infert-  \ 
fibly  clofed,  the  foulneffes  are  difcharged  and  are  no  | 
longer  to  be  apprehended;  But  I  may  be  afked,  let  ^  5 
purge  be  as  mild  and  as  efficacious  at  it  will,  is  not  fuch  1 
an  one  flow  in  its  operations,  and  does  not  bleeding  re-  \ 
lieve  more  fpeedily  in  inflammations  ?  &c. 

I  anfwer,  Firft,  that  a  gentle  purge  which  is  always  j 
ftdutary  ought  not  to  be  called  flow. 

Secondly,  that  bleeding  which  is  always  hurtful*  al-i  1 
ways  diminifhes  the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  always  yields  I 
to  the  triumph  of  the  enemy,  1  mean  to  that  of  the  hu~  j 
raours;  bleeding  in  this  light  cannot  furely  be  called  ^  j 

fpeed^  j| 
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fpeedy  remedy,  nor  even  anv  remedy  at  all ;  nor  can  it 
(deferve  a  preference  to  my  offence. 

Thirdly,  That  my  remedy  is  fpeedv  enough,  whet* 
quickened  or  fcconded  with  a  large  glafs  of  warm  water, 
or  tea,  and  I  am  fure  that  if  the  blood  be  not  in  the  condition 
to  be  diluted  or  condenfed,  in  which  cure  bleeding  is  fo 
far  from  being  of  fervice,  that  it  is  downright  murder: 

I  am  confident  that  if  there  be  the  leaft  hopes  of  recovery 
it  muft  be  eflfe&ed  by  my  remedy. 

But  it  may  ftill  be  urged,  will  not  bleeding  be  of  fervice 
as  a  preparative  to  a  purge,  by  relaxing  the  nerves,  and 
fufpending  eruptions  ?  I  anfwer,  that  it  mu  ft  be  confefled 
that  bleeding  fometimes  is  fuccefsful ;  but  how  much 
has  it  exhaufted  the  ftrength  of  the  patient  ?  Should  I 
confent  to  bleeding,  I  would  not  venture  it  above  once 
pr  twice  to  fatisfy  thofe  who  are  fo  fond  of  it,  let  the 
eonfequence  be  what  it  would  ;  but  my  real  opinion  is, 
that  this  pretended  preparation  is  in  no  wife  neceilary, 
either  becaufe  bleeding  is  not  in  itfelf  either  operative  pr 
curative,  or  becaufo  by  weakening  the  patient,  it  may 
likewife  weaken  the  very  eftedl  of  the  purge,  which  will 
not  then  be  able  to  operate  fo  well  when  it  finds  the 
machine  weakened  to  much. 

But  you  will  reply,  when  the  blood  bears  a  yellowifh* 
plive,  or  whitifh  colour,  can  any  one  deny  the  feafonable- 
nefs  of  bleeding  l 

I  anfwer,  if  yoq  fhopld  ftir  thefediments  at  the  bottom 
of  a  bafon,  would  not  you  fee  the  water  tinged  with  the 
polours  of  thefe  fediments  ?  would  you  infer  from  thence 
that  thole  colours  were  natural  to  the  water  l  would 
you  in  eonfequence,  affert  that  it  would  be  proper  to  draw 
the  water  out  ?  for  my  part,  I  aqi  of  another  opinion, 
and  I  fay  that  the  fediments  ought  to  be  cleared  from  the 
bafon  j  that  the  water  would  then  recover  its  natural 
colour,  and  it  would  become  potable  again  :  remove 
likewife  the  humours  with  my  purge,  your  blood  will 
fecoyer  its  natural  colour,  and  then  you  may  judge  if  it 
^ould  have  been  right  to  have  had  it  extracted. 
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But  to  proceed,  when  I  fee  a  man  voiding  blood  a| 
pisnofe  2nd  ears,  I  conclude  that  there  is  a  violent  f^r-? 
mentation  in  his  body-  , 

To  allay  this,  you  have  recourfe  immediatly  to  his 
arm,  his  neck,  or  his  foot,  and  by  bleeding  diminifh  the 
mafs  which  is  at  the  time  in  commotion  5  you  think  you 
do  rightly,  your  patient  is  eafed  immediately  by  it  ;  I 
grant  it,  but  yet  give  me  leave  to  tell  you,  you  refemble  a 
cook,  who  feeing  his  pot  boiling  over,  runs  with  a  great 
ladlp  to  take  out  parf  of  the  licpior  and  fpills  it  on  the 


How  much  more  prudently  would  he  have  done,  if 
he  had  drawn  from  under  the  pot,  the  fire  which  made 
it  boil  over,  he  could  not  have  prevented  that  from  being 
fpilled  which  had  been  fpilt,  nor  that  which  had  run 
over  from  running  over;  he  does  not  prevent  it  neither 
by  his  great  ladle,  but  yet,  is  it  not  true  that  by  drawing 
the  pot  from  the  fire,  or  by  taking  out  the  fire  from  un¬ 
der  the  pot  he.  will  fpeediiy  and  infallibly  prevent  its 
boiling  over  arty  more  ? 

The  application  is  plain  ;  remove  ljkewife  by  my 
purge,  the  bad  humours  which  occafion  inflammations, 
eruptions,  foulnefsj  &ce  and  your  blood  being  freed 
from  them,  will  regain  its  liberty  and  will  return  to  its 
natural  courfe,  and  you  to  your  former  health,  without 
being  weakened  by  bleeding,  or  h^rrafled  by  violent  re** 
fncdies. 

I  can  never  inculcate  this  truth  too  piuch  :  fuppofe 
a  gardener  who  feeing  the  bafon  overflow,  Ihould  have 
recourfe  to  a  pitcher  to  diminifh  the  quantity  of  water3 
and  to  fc after  it  about. 

But  wopld  he  not  have  adfed  more  prudently  in  loofen- 
»  mg  the  fiopper  und|rn@&th,  efpecially  if  as  in  the  human 
body,  he  could  pjgigive  all  his  water,  and  let  out  only 
the  fediments  vvlyfch  augment  the  quantity  of  it,  and, 
caufe  it  to  overflow  ? 

Thefe  are  the  advantages  of  my  purging  efience,  by 
it  you  evacuate  fpeediiy,  eflicacioufly,  entirely,  and  eafily 
the  faeces  and  foulnefs  of  your  body,  which  occafion  alt 
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your  diforders,  ar  d  at  the  fame  time  you  preferve  your 
blood,  which  is  all  your  ftrength  :  can  any  thing  be' 
more  evident?  but  if  after  all,  any  one  has  a  mind  to 
throw  his  blood  away,  let  him  do  it,  I  can  do  no  more 
than  pity  him. 

ARTICLE  III.  ' 

My  Effience  is  not  only  the  mcjl  efficacious,  and  the  mojl  fpeedy , 
but  likewife  the  moji  mild  remedy  that  can  be  taken  in  any  dij - 
temper  whatever . 

This  proportion  will  be  as  eafy  to  prove  as  thofe  which 
have  preceded  ;  whatever  veil  men  my  call;  over  truth, 
it  will  never  take  away  its  force  or  its  brightness. 

A  remedy  that  has  nothing  difagreea-ble  to  the  tafte, 
which  may  be  taken  fo  eafily,  which  purges  without  af¬ 
fecting  the  patient  with  pain,  which  purges  thoroughly, 
which  leaves  us  in  full  enjoyment  of  our  ftrength,  which 
may  be  taken  at  any  feafon  of  the  year,  arid  without 
the  leafl  danger,  which  may  give  us  always  hopes,  but 
never  alarm  our  fears,  which  may  be  taken  and  repeated 
for  many  days  together,  without  exhaufting  or  weakening 
the  patient,  with  which  a  perfon  may  always  eat,  if  he 
hath  not  a  fever,  and  eat  too  with  appetite ;  1  fay,  can 
fuch  a  remedy  be  equalled  ?  or  is,  or  can  there  be  any 
one  more  mild. 

My  remedy  is  of  this  nature,  it  is  pcfTefted  of  all  th.cfe 
charaCteriftics,  and  diftinguifhed  by  them  from  all  others; 

1  prefcribe  it  likewife  with  all  the  integrity  and  candour 
becoming  my  profefticn,  age,  reputation  and  honour, 
as  poflefting  all  thefe  virtues. 

But  feme  carry  their  incredulity  very  far,  and  ethers 
are  more  eafier  convinced  by  faCts  than  arguments ;  and

Will  any  one  after  all,  oppofe  its  excellence  and 
mildnefs  ?  will  any  one  aflert  that  it  is  ufelefs  and  that 
it  is  of  no  fervice,  when  it  has  cured  diflempers  which 
the  whole  body  of  phyficians  have  declared  incurable  ? 
will  any  one  fay  that  it  inflames,  or  over  heats  ?  if  it  did 
it  would  have  calcined  the  bodies  of  thofe  perfons  who 
have  repeated  it  forty,  fifty  or  fixty  days  together,  or  of 
others  who  have  taken  it  the  fpace  of  one  year. 

Will  any  one  fay  that  it  di (orders  and  corrodes  the 
bowels,  when  it  flops  the  bloody  flux,  cures  haemor- 
rhoides,  and  reflores  the  tone  of  the  ftomach. 

Will  any  one  urge  after  this,  that  they  have  feen  fome 
patients  void  blood  after  taking  it  ?  I  will  not  deny  but 
this  may  be  fa£l,  but  I  will  deny  that  it  is  the  caufe  of  it, 
and  as  a  proof  that  my  effence  does  not  produce  this 
lymptom,  it  need  only  be  repeated  in  that  cafe,  and  it 
will  flop  this  difcharge  of  blood,  unlefs  there  be  incurable 
ruptures,  which  will  never  proceed  from  the  effence,  as  it 
is  manifefl  from  the  long  ufe  that  a  great  many  perfons 
have  made  of  it. 

If  it  fhould  be  obje£led,  that  though  it  does  good  to 
fome,  yet  it  does  no  harm  to  others,  I  beg  leave  to  alk,  how 
that  can  do  harm  which  is  fo  mild,  and  may  be  repeated 
fo  often  in  fo  many  diflempers  ?  it  may  be  given  to 
children  juft  born,  or  to  pregnant  women  before,  in,  or 
after  their  delivery,  and  to  nurfes,  and  at  the  fame  time 
cures  both  the  mother  and  the  child. 

You  may  indeed  object  that  all  perfons  have  not  the 
fame  conflitution  ;  but  had  all  the  variety  of  patients, 
mentioned  in  the  letters  annexed  the  fame  conflitution  i* 
did  they  live  upon  the  fame  kind  of  food  ?  did  they  in¬ 
habit  the  fame  country  ?  did  they  breathe  the  fame  air  l 
had  they  the  fame  diitemper,  the  fame  age*  the  fame  con- 
Hitution  ? 

D  z 
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It  is  with  refpedf  to  this  difference  in  the  cdnftitution 
snd  habit  of  body.,  of  which  fome  are  purged  or  moved 
with  more  .  dimculiv  than  others,  that  I  have  proposed 
ana  preicribed  a  diminution  or  increafe  of  the  dofe  ac- 
cording  as  it  operates  either  too  mucn  or  too  little. 

Laiily,  though  men  may  look  upon  an  efffnce,,- which 
i  maintain  to  De  good  for  every  diftemper,  as  a  ft  range 
phenomenon  in  the  province  of  phyiic,  yet  it  is  not  the 
lels  true,  that  it  has  the  virtue  of  curing  all,  efpecialiy  as 
it  is  demonftrable  from  experience  5  and  it  is  impoffible 
that  different  patients  could  have  been  cured  by  the  foie 
means  of  my  effence,  if  there  were  not  a  general  caufe 
of  diftempers,  which  is  deftroyed  by  it,  Diftempers  dif¬ 
fer  by  accident  only,  and  confequently  {hew  themfelves 
in  different  parts  of  the  body,  and  with  different  fymp® 
toms,  but  they  are  notwithftanding,  all  produced  by  one 
and  the  lame  caufe,  I  mean  by  the  humours  which  are 
not  fecreted,  and  are  detained  in  the  blood,  the  natural 
circulation  of  which  they  difturb,  or  being  extravafated 
in  different  parts  of  the  body  they  hinder  and  impede  it 
in  its  primitive  and  natural  fundions. 

CHAP.  IV., 

2  he  Manner  of  ufing  the  Hallen  Ejfcnce . 

It  is  not  alone  fufEcient  to  have  a  good  remedy,  but 
we  mu  ft  know  how  to  make  ufe  of  it  y  it  is  evident  from 
a  great  many  certificates  that  it  was/  to  the  manner  of 
knowing  how  to  make  ufe  of  my  e hence  that  the  antients 
in  a  great  mealure  owed  the  cure  of  feverai  dangerous 
and  chronic  diftempers  5  for  if  the  ufe  of  it  had  not  been 
repeated  without  intermiffion  they  would  not  have  been 
cured  of  their  complaints  $  the  effence  therefore  mult  be 
continued  and  repeated  conftantly  and  without  in  term  if- 
fion  in  dangerous  and  ftubborn  cafes,  to  perform  its 
wonderful  cures. 

ri  his  being  premifed,  I  proceed  to  the  manner  in  which 
it  would  be  taken » 

Care  muft  be  taken  never  to  give  it  in  the  cold  fit  of 
an  ague,  for  the  cold  ftiivering  with  which  the  patient  is 
feiz-ed  weakens  it,  and  deftroys  its  a&ivsty,  fo  that  you 
;  ■  i  muft 
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fnufl:  wait  till  the  hot  fit  begins,  for  then  it  can  produce 
its  effect. 

It  may  be  taken  in  ail  the  ftages  of  any  other  diftem- 
per  with  fafety.  'I  his  eflence  fhould  be  taken  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  failing,  one  table  fpoonful,  and  another  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  more  or  lefs  according  to  the  conftitution  ;  if  this 
quantity  fhould  not  be  fufficient  to  give  three  motions 
daily,  the  dofe  fhould  be  increafed  till  it  has  that  effedt  ; 
but  if  the  operation  fhould  be  more  violent,  the  quan¬ 
tity  mu  ft  be  diminifhed  in  proportion ;  immediately  after¬ 
wards  take  a  porringer  of  thin  and  light  broth,  and  three 
hours  after  another  of  the  fame  fort,  in  cafe  you  have  no 
broth,  it  may  be  fuperceded  by  a  porringer  of  warm  water 
with  the  yolk  of  rn  egg  beaten  in  it ;  you  muft  take  care 
to  drink  a  dilh  of  tea  or  weak  broth  after  each  motion, 
or  ftool,  this  vehicle  being  neceflary  to  temper  the  falts, 
to  foften  and  dilute  the  fceces,  which  form  ftoppages,  and 
are  the  primary  caufe  of  diftempers ;  it  alfo  caufes  the 
difcharge  of  (limy  matter,  and  evacuates  it  with  eai’e  and 
without  pain,  the  complaints  which  are  made  of  its  in¬ 
flaming  or  over  heating  commonly  proceed  from  a  neg¬ 
lect  in  drinking  or  diluting,  but  a  remedy  ought  not  to 
be  blamed  when  the  regimen  prefcribed  is  not  followed, 
and  indeed  phyficians  are  in  the  wrong  to  take  occafion 
from  the  mifcondudt  of  a  patient,  of  declaring  againftmy 
eflence,  which  is  no  way  in  fault. 

Some  may  be  afraid  that  their  ftomach  will  be  weaken¬ 
ed  by  drinking  after  each  motion,  but  they  are  under  a 
miftake,  for  the  foulnefs  is  what  weakened  it,  and  not 
the  tea  or  broth  which  carries  it  off.  One  table  fpoon¬ 
ful  mixed  with  half  a  pint  of  warm  broth  or  milk  in  all 
cafes  where  clyfters  are  requifite,  either  from  inflamma¬ 
tions  in  the  bowels,  cholic  or  other  complaints,  generally 
produce  the  defircd  efFecf,  but  if  it  fhould  happen  to  fail 
the  firft  time,  by  taking  two  or  three  fpoonfuls  an  hour 
after,  the  purpofe  is  anfwered. 

Some  indeed  entertain  a  wrong  opinion  of  my  eflence 
from  the  flrfl  dofe  they  take,  and  are  diffatisfied  for  want 
of  confidering  that  the  flrft  dofe  meeting  immediately  with 
©bftru&iofls,  a  denle  plethora,  inveterate  foulnefs,  old 

ob- 


cbftfru&ions,  hard  and  inveterate  foeces,  and  not  being 
fufficiently  affifted  by  drinking,  has  not  ftrength  enough 
to  make  its  way,  and  then  only  putting  trie  humours  to 
motion  without  carrying  them  off,  vapours  ariie  from 
this  mafs  of  confuted  fceces,  and  caufe  either  loathings, 
or  cholics,  or  other  fymptoms,  of  which  they  complain  5 
and  then  one  perfon  immediately  grows  out  of  conceit  of 
my  ellence,  another  execrates  it,  a  third  uepieciates  it 
as  if  it  had  done  the  created:  mifchief,  becaule  it  has  not 
wrought  a  fpecial  miracle  in  their  favour  1  Where  is  the 
juftice  of  all  this  ?  I  would  recommend  it  therefore,  as 
a  precaution  againftall  thofe  inconveniences,  that  as  (bon 
as  ever  thefe  alterations  are  difcovered,  and  the  ellence 
ceafes  to  work,  to  take  a  larger  dofe,  which  fhoula  be 
affifted  with  two  porringers  of  broth. 

This  ellence  may  be  taken  for  twelve  or  fourteen  days 
together,  mornings  and’ evenings,  and  in  urgent  cafes 

it  may  be  taken  at  any  time. 

No  one  need  deprive  himfelf  of  fleep  if  he  finds  him  fen 
drowfy  after  taking  it,  but  may  deep  fafely  for  two  or 
three  hours,  but  it  feldom  happeneth ;  but  io  loon  as  it 
begins  to  work  the  patient  muft  avoid  deeping,  that  its 
effe&s  may  be  the  more  fpeedy  and  efficacious  :  women 
with- child  may  take  it  twice  a  week* .  and  thereby  avoid 
bleeding,  which  has  fometim.es  been  judged  neceffary  to 
procure  a  more  eafy  and  happy  delivery;  theeffence  will 
free  them  from  thofe  humours  which  would  lender  their 
labour  hard  and  difficult,  and  thereby  will  adminifter 
more  aid  and  relief  than  bleeding; 

We  know  that  a  milk  diet  is  ufed  purely  to  reftore  the 
balfamic  quality  of  the  blood  •  neverthelefs,  as  this  aliment 
has  ceafed  to  be  a  natural  one  by  the  conftant  ufe  and 
fubftitution  of  others  from  our  infancy  ;  it  often  creates 
obftructions  and  bad  fermentations,  which  fometimes 
produce  more  dangerous  diftempers  than  thofe  it  is  in¬ 
tended  to  cure  ;  to  prevent  their  inconveniences  it  would 
be  proper  to  take  this  effence  for  live  or  fix  days  to  dif- 
charge  the  llime  which  this  foreign  nourifhment  might 
have  left  behind  it,  which  by  fermentation  may  produce 
putrefaction,  the  caufe  of  divers  diftempers  that  are  occa* 
Honed  by  drinking  milk® 
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f  It  would  be  difficult  to  prefcribe  a  fixed  and  Invaria¬ 
ble  rule  for  the  number  of  doles  which  ought  to  be  taken. 

Though  difiempers  proceed  from  the  fame  caufe,  yet 
they  are-more  or  lefs  inveterate  according  to  the  different 
habit  of  the  body,  or  the  nature  of  the  conftitution,  and 
for  this reafon  the  remedy  operates  quicker  or  flower;
